The history of all nations is dotted 
here and there with instances in which 
deaf mutes have struggled, almost 
always in vain, to enlist themselves in 
the military service of their country. 
The wave of patriotic fervor which 
SWeepa over a country in time of dan- 
ger does not leave the hearts of the 
deaf untouched, and it is with feelings 
of bitter discontent that they see their 
fathers and brothers buckling on their 
armor, marching off to war and leav- 
ing them behind. The deaf are not 
only exempt but rieorously debarred 
from military service. Mr. (blillard 
has been very active with the military 
authorities of K ranee in endeavoring 
lo secure recognition of the qualifica- 
tions of the deaf for certain branches 
of military service in which little 
more than well-understood manual 
service is required, such as held 
hospital service, and a few others. 

An article written by Y iet or Lazier, 
in the Gaeeite, eives an account of 

how a deaf-mute adroitly smuggled 

himself into (he regular l'Yeneh army, 
donned (he glittering regimentals, 
shouldered the musket, and took his 
place among the rank and tile. As 
the article is not long, it will not hurt 
much to translate and insert it entire. 

One August Laurent, a native of 
(blend and a graduate of the deaf- 
mute institution of Saint-IIippolyto- 
du-Port (Grad) appeared bel ore the 
board of examiners. 

At tirst, moved by a sentiment of 
modesty, he informed the gendarne 
(hat he was a deaf-mute. 

The man of law only responded by 
ordering him to undress himself. 
Willi a noiuih.-ilaiice characteristically 

French, he then divested himseli 

everything, and when his turn came 
responded to the call of his name, 
aided by the quickness of his eye, took 
his position proudly before the magis- 
trate but deemed it useless (o furnish 
proof of his deafness. The major felt 
aim all over and pronounced him lit 
for service, and, after his measure- 
ment, he retired leiaurely, without any 
fiirther concern. 

Some time afterwards he ret 
his itinerary directing him to join 
his regiment in garrison at VesOUl, 

Fancy his surprise and patriotic 
ecstasy. His father, more delighted 
than surprised, said " (b>." He set 
out with one of his hearing companions 
assigned to the same regiment. He 
arrived at the l>arraeks and presented 
his papers and went through the 
various formalities with intelligence. 
He was uniformed, given a sabre and 
a gun and, as thus metamorphosed, 
proceeded to take part in the ex 
eroiat 

In the morning the hubbub caused 
by the soldiers in responding to the 
call of the trumpet served to awaken 
our hero. All went well for three 
davs. The deaf-mute soldier went 
■h the e> '^v two days. 

In the course of subsequent 

he was unwary enough to fix hit 
upon a bevy of young ladies who were 
passing by and he failed (o observe 



(he following morning he was given 
extra duty. 

His corporal addressed some re- 
marks to him ; but, as he was preoc- 
cupied in his task, he didn't hear and 
didn't answer. 

The corporal, somewhat irritated, 
was about to intliet some fresh punish- 
ment upon our brave warrior, when, 
lo the astonishment id' all, he explain- 
ed that he was deaf. 

Dispatches were sent forward and 

answers were received, and on the 
nexl day the deaf-mute soldier re- 
turned to his fireside amid the con- 
gratulations of his fellovv-citizens 
upon his " live days of military 
serv ice."

Mr. Joachim Ligot, the veteran 
defender of the sign-language in 
France, has an article in (he &itnett< 
in which he quotes largely from the 
writings of Mr. J. Cardane, the 
editor of the Soieil ( 1 fir Su» ) who, 
according to Mr. Ligot, displays an 
unusually accurate knowledge of 
affairs relating to the education of 
the deaf. The latter declares that 
experience has shown that to attain 
the highest success in teaching b_v 
the pure oral method, it is nee. 
to give each pupil separate and indi- 
vidual attention which is impracti- 
cable in a school in which a large 
number of pupils are to be provided 
for. 

Mr. Cardane also calls attention to 

the astonishing increase of the j»r 
capita cost of educating the deaf 
under the pure oral method in the 
National Institution of Paris. In 1880 
it was fiHi'J ; in L88? it was $:l 1 8 ; in 

1888 it waa #384, and ainoe then the 

figures have heen going still higher. 
This increase was due largely lo the 
necessity of having a smaller number 
of pupils to each teacher, provided 
with assistants. 

Mr. Ligot wonders what Mr. Car- 
dane would say if knew that the per 
Capita cost ot educating the pupils in 
the same institution during his time, 
when signs were employed, never ex- 
ceeded #111. The pupils were better 
educated then than they are now. 

The pure oral method is an ex- 
pensive luxury whose cost is all out 
of proportion to the results attained 
by the more rational method known 
as the "combined system."

The illustrated paper for the deaf. 
Lit Flrance, which was started last 
summer, has been obliged to reduce 
its size from eight to four pages. The 
cost o( the illustrations was toomuch 
for the projectors of the enterprise and 
the subscription price was too low. 
It is a monthly paper containing 
stories and illustrations. The sub- 
scription price is 60 cents a year, 40 
cents to subscribers of the (. 
The illustrations are all from deaf- 
nuTfe artists. The biographical

There arc 38 schools for the deaf 
in Italy which educate 1,000 pupils, 
while there are 16,000 deaf persons 
from 5 to 91 years of age who do not 
get the benefit of education. This 
would seem to be a rich field for 
some philanthropist. The educated 
ileal" themselves would pioneer many 

schools for them into existence if the 

authorities wouhl rid themselves of 
their pure oral lunacy. 

An Italian newspaper took 
to comment upon this anomaly, and it 
declared that there should be more 
schools for the deaf. Mr. V ranees 
(Juerra, a deaf mule residing at \a 
pies, wrote a letter (o (he mana 
the paper, but the manager did not 
see tit to publish it.

He 
said that tbere was not so much need 
for more schools as for more good 
and efficient teachers.

There was a time, not so long ago, 
when Americans. otherwise well- 
trained, did not appreciate the virtu 
of the daily bath — a thing which in 
one form or another is as necessary to 
personal neatness and self respect as 
the washing of the face and the wear- 
ing of clean clothes. Hut now the 
bathtub is grcrwing tube as popular 
here as it is in England, testimony to 
this fact being borne by the fresh pink 
and white complexion, the increased 
vigor, and the well-groomed look of 
the younger members of society. 
Most new houses of any pretension to 
completeness have a bath room at- 
tached to each bed room — a bit of 
com ort which certainty surpasses the 
portable tub of the Knglishman. 
Ami even more modestly humble 
dwellings, the small house in the city, 
the pretty cottage in the country, hi 
at least two bath rooms one on each 
bed room floor. 

There are pink and white skins 
which indicate some form of disease ; 
but there can be no really beautiful 
pearl ami rose complexion of health 
without a daily bath to cleanse and 
freshen the surface of the body. I 
it be emphatically said, how ever, that 
there is nobody sillier than the person 
who makes a fad of a daily ice-cold 
hath. Such baths, which involv , 
serious shock to the system, should 
r be taken by Americans, except 
under medical orders, or w hen expe- 
rience shows that the effect upon that 
particular bather is in . 

Boial. A robust phlegmatic 
Englishman can stand the shock of 
the ice-OOld bath ; (he nervous Ameri- 
can in a different climate can not. A 
morning bath, not hot by any means, 
hut warm enough to be reasonably 
comfortable, may be taken (o ad- 
vantage ; and subsquent exposur. 
fresh air will involve no cold -catching, 
unlesa the bather is peeuliai 
eeptihie to the ill effects of draughts. 
A brisk rubbing with a big bath 
towel rouses the glow that .Id- 

taking. A little ammonia poured into 
the water is a good thing ; so is the 
use of plenty of nice, pure soap. 

Better than a sponge, which it is hard 

to keep thoroughly fresh and clean, is 
a wash-cloth of tine, even, Turkish 
towelling, made of generous site and 
neatly hemmed and edged with a 
strong, narrow linen lace. The U 
ture of this cloth, at once rough and 
soft, is comfortable to the flesh ; and 
delieiously effective ill cleansing, 
when Combined with the good I 
lather. 

There is great truth in the saying 
that cleanliness is next to godlim 
The daily bath is a moral agent not 
to be vlespised. It has something to 
do with the growth of self-respect and

" I remember hearing some few 
years ago a distinguished educator 
say that when an educational institu- 
tion ceased to grow it began to die. 
Now growth is not merely a thing of 
numbers. This institution, by force 
of circumstances to which I need not. 
refer, has not as many pupils in num- 
ber as it had in the past, but that is 
of decline, and in the 
future the ambition of this institution 
need not he, I am sure, to expand it- 
self merely in Dumber*. That will he 
a low ambition. I'.nt I believe that 
who are interested in the wel- 
fare of this institution have on am- 
bition that it shall grow in ways that 
do not necessarily demand the in- 
crease of numbers ; that it shall grow 
by the improvement of methods, by 
the addition of new appliances, and 
that you an; alive to these things."

it in generally received Friday or 
Saturday. The if «/■•/.</ Ninwg and 

Banna? came tWO days earlier than 
imual. I hope the post other author- 
ities have found out where the delay 
of my Joiiunai- occurred, and if thoy 
did the delivery ought to be more 
prompt in future in my dcstriel. Sub- 
scribers in other districts who do not 

receive their paper regularly on time, 
would do well to write to the post- 
master. 

It won 1.1 be a pleasure to refer to 
the delivery system in thia city in 
in terms of praise, but I could not do 
ho without prevaricating. It, ih as 
bad as it possibly could be, especially 
in regard to second class matter, 
When a carrier has a large bundle of 
first class mail matter to deliver he 
generally lays over the second class 
matter until the next or several sub- 
sequent trips, and I have known cases 
where the delay was as long as four 
days.

The other evening, a couple of deaf 

gentlemen, spending the evening to- 
gether, came upon the tariff question 
in their talk. Both consider the sub- 
ject as an intricate one. They were 
discussing the persistency, with which 
the protectionists held to their theory of 
the subject, in that it helped the farm- 
er, the mechanic and the laborer, bv 
having a high tariff, or a sou of 
Chinese wall, built around their pro- 
ductions, thus shutting out com- 
petition with foreign products. 

Just the opposite views of the tariff 
reformers, or those in favor of free 
trade. They want the Chinese wall 
torn down, thus allowing the country's 
products to go out, and interchange 
with those from foreign countries. 
They strenuously hold' that a freer 
commercial policy brings wealth and 
prosperity to the people. 

Which side is right 1 

The time has not seemed to come 
yet to enlighten the whole subject 
and set at rest the vexed quest ion. 
There are too many nets and meshes 
about it. This brought the speakers to 
the systems of educating the deaf. 
Like the tariff question, it was likened 
unto two parties. The QraliatS are 
protectionists. They want a wall 
built around their system. Only on,. 
method shall be pursued — speech'. All 
others arc injurious to the deaf. 
Speech alone builds up the capabilities 
of the deaf, makes men of them, 
brings them into society on a par with 
the hearing— in fact, lays before them 
all that is glorious and worthy. 

The /-Vie- Traders in the education 
of the deaf were set down as those 
who favored a combination of meth- 
ods, the sign language, ringer 
ing, speech, etc. They object to 
fencing in upon one method, but want 
every such means employed as will 
aid the child's know ledge' most, or a 
combination of them if necessary. 
Any way that will accomplish the 
most good, be that speech, siens, 
aural instruction or finger spelling. 
Like the oralists, they claim theirs is 
the only true road which lays before 
the child all the essentials of securing 
a good education. Which side is 
right ? Like the tariff muddle, the 
education of the deaf is a Duzsling 
question at the present time. 

has yet to arrive for solution. Both 
sides have able champions, and have 
discussed the matter from their 
spective standpoints in all its phases, 
but seem no nearer together now than 
when division occurred. Fet us hope, 
however, the day is not far distant 
when light shall fall and point out to 
US all the best system by which the 
deaf shall be taught, and by which 
they are the gainers of the greatest 

good.
